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INTRODUCTION 


The  history  of  the  Drushel  family  and  the  genealogy  of  the  Drushel 
descendants  of  John  and  Katharine  Drushel  was  begun  by  my  uncle,  Jacob 
Andrew  Drushel,  who  lived  in  Westfield,  New  Jersey,  during  the  latter 
part  of  his  life.  This  work  had  not  been  completed  at  the  time  of  his 
death  in  19^0,  and  unfortunately  the  information  which  he  had  collected 
was  lost  during  the  disposition  of  his  personal  property. 

The  information  that  we  have  been  able  to  assemble  has  been  found 
in  family  Bibles,  cemetery  records,  land  records,  personal  papers,  and 
stories  passed  down  through  the  years.  For  some  of  the  latter  we  are 
indebted  to  Lena  Drushel  Perky  who  lived  from  1812  to  19H>  a  grand¬ 
daughter  of  John  Drushel.  She  was  25  years  old  when  John  Drushel  died, 
and  she  lived  to  see  six  generations  of  the  family  during  her  lifetime. 
Sarah  Schwartz,  Eugene  F.  Cranz,  Ammon  H.  Drushel,  Louis  E.  Drushel,  and 
Okey  W.  Drushel,  the  five  living  great  grand -children  of  John  Drushel, 
supplied  information  and  records  without  which  this  history  could  not 
have  been  made. 

This  is  a  record  of  the  Drushel  descendants  of  John,  the  persons 
whose  mothers'  name  was  Drushel,  and  the  complete  list  of  Jacob  Drushel 
descendants.  A  complete  record  of  John's  descendants  would  have  requir¬ 
ed  the  listing  of  6000  or  more  names,  and  the  writer  did  not  believe 
that  the  time  available  for  this  work  would  allow  completion  of  such  a 
task  within  a  reasonable  time.  Some  of  the  families  related  to  the 
Drushels  by  marriage  have  already  completed  family  histories. 

This  family  record  has  been  assembled  so  that  present  and  future 
generations  may  be  able  to  learn  something  of  the  family  history  and  of 
the  people  who  have  carried  the  Drushel  name  down  through  the  years. 

A  record  of  this  kind  should  not  be  considered  a  form  of  ancestor 
worship,  because  we  should  always  face  the  future  and  not  the  past.  Our 
ancestors  certainly  believed  this.  They  left  their  homes  in  secure  and 
established  communities,  and  moved  westward  to  set  up  new  homes  and  new 
communities  in  unsettled  country.  However,  while  looking  toward  the 
future,  we  should  always  remember  that  the  ideals  and  the  work  of  our 
ancestors  laid  the  foundations  for  the  material  things  and  personal 
freedoms  which  we  now  enjoy.  They  wanted  personal  liberty,  religious 
freedom,  political  independence,  and  economic  security  based  on 
individual  effort.  They  were  willing  to  undergo  the  hardships  and  do 
the  things  which  were  necessary  to  realize  their  ambitions. 

With  these  words  of  introduction,  with  thanks  to  the  many  persons 
who  contributed  information  for  the  records,  and  with  the  mention  of  my 
father,  Francis  J.  Drushel,  who  contributed  the  cost  of  printing  and 
distribution,  we  submit  this  record.

1727  The  colony  of  Pennsylvania  required  all  immigrants  to  register  and 
to  declare  loyalty  to  the  colony  on  arrival.  Immigration  records 
begun. 

1768  The  land  west  of  Allegheny  Mountain  was  opened  for  settlement. 

1770  Berlin,  Pennsylvania,  was  settled*  Named  for  Berlin,  Germany, 

1770  Brothersvalley  Township  was  formed. 

1771  Bedford  County  was  formed  from  the  western  part  of  Cumberland  Co. 

1773  Westmoreland  County  was  formed  from  the  part  of  Bedford  County  west 

of  Laurel  Hill. 

1775  The  War  for  Independence  began. 

1776  Capt.  Richard  Brown's  militia  company  from  western  Bedford  County 
joined  Washington's  army,  and  was  placed  in  General  Stirling's 
regiment.

1795  Somerset  County  was  formed  from  the  western  part  of  Bedford  County 
between  Allegheny  Mountain  and  Laurel  Hill.  Named  for  Somerset, 
England. 

1804  Meyers  Mills  later  called  Meyersdale  was  laid  out  by  Jacob  Meyer. 

1818  The  town  of  Do  negal  was  laid  out  in  Donegal  Township,  Westmoreland  Co. 

1843  Summit  Township  was  formed  from  the  northern  part  of  Elk  Lick  Twp.

1798  The  U.S.  Military  Lands,  south  of  the  Greenville  Treaty  line  were 
set  aside  in  100  acre  lots  for  payment  in  land  to  the  soldiers  of 
the  War  for  Independence  who  had  pay  claims  against  the  U.S.

1804  Muskingum  County  was  formed. 

1808  Wooster  was  settled.

1812  Wayne  County  was  formed. 

1812  Middletown  later  called  Mt.  Hope  was  settled.

1824  Holmes  County  was  formed.  Named  for  Major  Holmes.  War  of  1812. 

1829  The  Lake  Erie-Ohio  River  Canal  was  completed  to  Massillon. 

1852  The  Pittsburg  Ft.  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railroad  reached  Wooster  from 
Canton. 

1854  The  Cleveland  Zanesville  and  Cincinnati  Railroad  was  built  through 
Millersburg.

1749  George  Trushel  and  his  infant  son,  Johannes,  landed  at  Philadelphia. 
Mrs.  Trushel  died  on  shipboard  and  was  buried  at  sea. 

1770  The  George  Trushel  family  left  Philadelphia  and  settled  in  western 
Bedford  County,  in  Turkeyfoot  or  in  Brothersvalley  Township. 

1776  Johannes  joined  Washington’s  army,  and  was  in  the  battle  of  Long 
Island. 

1777  Johannes  was  with  Washington's  army  during  the  winter  at  Valley 
Forge. 

1779  George  Trushel' s  name  was  on  the  Brothersvalley  tax  list. 

1780  George,  his  wife,  and  three  children  were  killed  during  an  Indian 
raid  on  their  home. 

1783  Johannes  returned  to  Brothersvalley  Township,  and  married  Katherine 
Mowry  from  Turkeyfoot  Township. 

1783  John  Trushel* s  name  was  on  the  Brothersvalley  tax  list. 

1789  John  Trushel  was  a  member  of  the  Bedford  County  Militia,  Elk  Lick 
Twp. 

1790  John  Trushel,  wife,  two  sons,  and  one  daughter  listed  in  the  U. S. 
Census,  Bedford  County,  Pennsylvania. 

1798  John  Trushel  bought  358  acres  on  the  west  side  of  the  Casselman 
Elver,  south  of  the  mouth  of  the  Blue  Lick  Creek,  Elk  Lick  Twp. , 
Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania. 

1812  Henry  Trushel  and  his  wife,  Mary  Weimer  Trushel,  were  listed  as 
two  of  the  heirs  of  the  Frederick  Weimer  estate,  Somerset  County. 

1813  Henry  Drushel  from  Elk  Lick  Township  bought  113  acres  from  George 
Enos  in  Milford  Township,  Somerset  County. 

1813  -  l8l6  John  Trushel  purchased  land  in  Section  5>  Berlin  Twp., 

Holmes  County,  Ohio. 

I8l6  Henry  and  Mary  Drushel  sold  198  acres  in  Milford  Twp.  to  Jacob 

Wiltrout.  The  Henry  Drushel  family  moved  to  Westmoreland  County, 
and  lived  south  of  the  town  of  Donegal  near  the  Fayette  County 
Line. 

1815  ^eter  Kandel  and  Elizabeth  Drushel  Kandel  came  to  Walnutcreek  Twp., 
Holmes  County,  Ohio,  from  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania. 

1816  John  and  Katharine  Trushel  sold  358  acres  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Casselman  Elver  to  Christian  Moyer.  (Meyer) 

1816  John  Trushel  bought  lots  1,  2,  3,  4,  8,  9,  26  and  27  >  800  acres, 

U.S.  Military  Lands,  Saltcreek  Twp.,  Holmes  County,  Ohio. 

1817  John  and  Margaret  Drushel  Boyer  bought  lots  3  and  4,  200  acres, 
from  John  Trushel. 

1817  Jacob  and  Catharine  Drushel  Arnold  came  to  Ohio  and  settled  on 
lots  26  and  27,  200  acres,  owned  by  John  Trushel. 

1820  Henry  Drushel  bought  98  acres  in  Donegal  Twp. ,  south  of  the  town  of 
Donegal  on  the  Westmoreland-Fayette  County  line,  from  John  Weimer. 

1828  John  Trushel  made  his  will.  His  sons,  Solomon  and  Henry,  were 
present. 

1829  Henry  Drushel  came  to  Ohio  and  purchased  lots  1,  2,  8,  9,  400  acres 
from  his  father. 

1829  Jacob  and  Catherine  Arnold  purchased  lots  26  and  27,  200  acres, 
from  John  Trushel. 

1835  Henry  and  Mary  Drushel  sold  98  acres  in  Donegal  Twp.,  Westmoreland 
Co.,  Pa.  to  Michael  Mayer,  and  bought  225  acres  in  the  west  half  of 
Sec.  5#  Berlin  Twp.,  Holmes  County,  Ohio,  from  John  Trushel.  Lot  2, 
164  acres ,  Berlin  Twp. ,  from  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  80  acres  in 
lot  1,  Berlin  Twp.  from  John  Trushel. 
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1837  Johnathan  Kendall  (Kandel)  purchased  110  acres  in  the  west  half  of 
Section  5/  Berlin  Two.  from  John  Trushel. 

1837  John  Trushel  died  and  was  buried  in  the  Drushel  Cemetery  on  Henry's 
farm.  His  name  is  written  Js.  Trushel  on  the  grave  marker. 

1839  Katharine  Mowry  Trushel,  wife  of  John,  died. 

1849  Joseph  Kendall  (Kandel)  moved  from  Holmes  County,  Ohio,  to  Liberty 
Twp. ,  Howard  County,  Indiana. 

1859  John,  Henry,  and  Abraham,  sons  of  Jonas  Trushel  went  to  Putnam 
County,  Ohio. 

l86l  -  I865  The  Civil  War.  Service  deaths:  Henry,  John,  Peter  and 

Banjamin  Trushel,  Benjamin  F.  Perky.  (Son  of  Lena  Trushel  ^erky) 

1870  -  1875  Andrew  Trushel,  Jacob  and  Fred  Lenocker,  Michael  and  Henry 
Holderbaum,  Isaac  Piper,  Lena  Perky,  and  Jacob  Arnold  left  Holmes 
County,  Ohio,  and  went  to  Madison  County,  Iowa,  south  of  the  town 
of  Texter.

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EARLY  ROUTES  OF  TRAVEL 


The  Drushel  family  was  among  the  first  settlers  in  the  western  part 
of  Bedford  County,  which  later  became  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  and 
were  early  residents  in  Berlin  and  Salter eek  Townships,  Holmes  County, 
Ohio.  The  travel  routes  and  means  of  transportation  in  the  early  times 
are  therefore  of  interest  when  we  realize  just  what  a  Journey  in 
Pennsylvania  or  Ohio  meant  at  that  time. 

Brothers  Valley  Township  in  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  is  locat¬ 
ed  south  of  the  town  of  Somerset  between  Allegheny  Mountain  and  Laurel 
Hill,  and  at  first  extended  south  to  the  Maryland  State  line.  In  1770 
the  trails  over  the  mountains  did  not  permit  the  use  of  wagons,  only 
pack  horses.  Braddocks  Road,  now  a  part  of  U.S.  Route  40,  between 
Cumberland  and  Uhiontown  could  be  reached  by  wagon  trail  from  Brothers 
Valley  Township,  but  this  trail  was  so  bad  that  it  was  necessary  to  wait 
until  winter  and  then  use  a  sled  to  bring  two  400  pound  millstones  into 
the  Valley  for  the  first  grain  mill.  Forbes  Road,  now  U.S.  30,  was 
north  of  the  first  settlements  in  the  Valley. 

John  Drushel  made  his  first  trip  to  Ohio  on  horse  back  and  probably 
followed  the  route  of  the  Old  National  Road,  now  U.S.  4-0,  to  Wheeling, 
then  over  the  road  made  for  the  early  military  expeditions  against  the 
Indians,  now  U.S.  250  to  Dover,  then  through  Sugarcreek  and  Walnut  Creek 
to  Berlin  in  Holmes  County. 

When  John,  Henry,  and  the  other  families  moved  to  Ohio  from 
Pennsylvania,  they  had  to  transport  their  possessions  in  wagons,  and 
they  had  to  bring  the  manufactured  articles  from  Pennsylvania.  There 
were  no  industries  in  this  part  of  Ohio  at  that  time.  The  200  mile 
journey  from  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  to  Holmes  County,  Ohio, 
required  about  10  days  travel  with  the  wagons.  This  same  trip  can  now 
be  made  by  automobile  in  about  six  hours. 

In  Ohio  the  Lake  Erie-Ohio  River  Canal  was  built  through  Massillon 
and  Navarre  in  1829,  and  this  brought  water  transportation  within  18 
miles  of  Berlin  and  Mt.  Hope.  This  gave  the  settlers  a  means  of  getting 
their  farm  products  to  market,  and  reduced  the  cost  of  transportation  on 
the  manufactured  goods  brought  in. 

The  railroad  was  built  through  Massillon  in  1852  and  through 
Millersburg  several  years  later.  With  the  coming  of  the  railroads,  the 
canals  passed  out  of  the  picture  as  a  means  of  transportation. 

My  grandfather,  Henry  H.  Drushel,  told  about  the  wagon  loads  of 
grain  drawn  by  six  horses  on  the  roads  from  Holmes  County  to  Massillon 
and  Navarre.  The  trip  required  a  day's  travel  each  way,  and  the  route 
followed  the  present  U.S.  62  from  Berlin  to  Navarre,  The  route  from 
Mt.  Hope  was  over  the  present  road  to  Winesburg  and  then  to  Navarre. 

The  transportation  costs  were  about  $5-00  a  ton  per  100  miles  when 
the  horse  drawn  wagons  were  in  use.  Today  a  ton  can  be  moved  100  miles 
by  rail  transportation  for  $1.50. 
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THE  DRUSHEL  NAME 


The  name  Drushel  in  this  genealogy  was  originally  spelled  Trushel, 
and  pronounced  Trusel  in  the  German  language.  According  to  German  name 
references,  this  name  came  from  the  Bavarian  name  Truschel  or  Truschler, 
The  meaning  of  this  work  in  the  original  Bavarian  language  was  not  given 
in  the  reference  work  consulted. 

George  in  17^9>  John  in  1797  and  Solomon  in  1835  used  the  German 
spelling  Trushel,  Henry  in  1813  used  the  English  spelling  Drushel.  It 
was  common  practice  to  interchange  the  letters  T  and  D  when  translating 
from  German.  In  some  of  the  early  records  in  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  the 
name  is  spelled  Trusel,  Trussel,  or  Drushel,  although  the  original 
papers  were  signed  with  the  name  Trushel.  The  people  evidently  spelled 
the  name  as  it  was  pronounced. 

The  name  Trussel  is  mentioned  in  English  records  in  1330.  There 
are  records  and  families  in  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  with  the  names  Trussel 
or  Trusel.  However,  when  this  spelling  is  used  in  records  concerning 
George  and  John  Trushel ' s  descendants  the  spelling  is  in  error. 

The  name  Drushel  in  this  genealogy  was  derived  from  the  name 
Trushel.  George  and  John  probably  were  not  relatives  of  the  families 
using  the  original  German  names  of  Drushel,  Drushal,  and  Druschel. 

Elsewhere  in  this  record  of  the  name  of  Andrew  Druschel  is  mention¬ 
ed  on  the  passenger  list  of  the  Ship  Neptune  which  arrived  at 
Philadelphia  in  1754.  On  this  list  the  German  script  spelling  is 
DRUSCHEL  not  TRUSHEL. 

Other  families  with  the  names  Drushal  and  Druschel  have  records 
which  indicate  that  their  ancestors  came  from  Germany  during  the  period 
from  1830  to  1850. 

The  names  Trushel,  Druschel  and  Drushal  were  evidently  not  in 
common  use  in  Germany  and  in  the  colonies,  because  so  few  references  are 
found  concerning  these  names.

This  Cemetery  is  located  on  Lot  2,  U.  S.  Military  Lands,  Saltcreek  Twp., 
Holmes  County,  Ohio,  west  of  the  north-south  road. 

Family  records  indicate  that  Margaret  Drushel,  the  first  wife  of  John  Boyer, 
was  buried  in  this  cemetery  but  no  grave  marker  has  been  found. 

Solomon  Drushel  and  his  family  were  buried  in  this  cemetery,  and  these 
bodies  were  later  moved  to  the  Winesburg  Cemetery. 
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GEORGE  TRUSHEL

George  Trushel  and  his  wife  were  on  the  way  from  Germany  to  America 
in  17^9  when  their  son,  John,  was  bom.  John’s  mother  died  and  was 
buried  at  sea. 

George  was  a  blacksmith  and  settled  in  eastern  Pennsylvania  near 
Philadelphia.  He  later  married  a  girl  from  this  locality  and  three 
children,  whose  names  could  not  be  learned,  were  bom  after  this  second 
marriage.  He  moved  to  Turkeyfoot  Township  in  western  Bedford  County 

about  1770.  This  part  of  Bedford  County,  between  Allegheny  Mountain  and 

* 

Laurel  Hill,  later  became  Somerset  County. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  Revolution,  the  Indians  attacked  the 
family  and  drove  them  from  their  home.  The  house  and  all  of  their 
possessions  were  destroyed;  and  the  family  took  refuge  in  one  of  the 
block  houses  erected  for  defense  purposes.  In  1779  the  name  of  George 
Trushel  was  shown  on  the  Brothers*  Valley  Township  tax  list,  but  when 
John  returned  to  this  township  in  1783  he  could  find  no  trace  of  the 
George  Trushel  family.  John  said  that  all  of  the  family  was  killed  or 
captured  by  the  Indians.  Indian  raids  were  numerous  in  western  Bedford 
County  during  the  Revolution,  and  many  of  the  settlers  had  to  leave 
Brothers'  Valley  Township  during  the  war. 

We  were  not  able  to  learn  where  George  lived  in  Germany,  or  the 
names  of  his  first  and  second  wives.  The  dates  1725-1780  given  for  his 
life  time  are  only  approximate,  and  were  estimated  from  other  records. 
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JOHN  DRUSHEL 


Johannes  Trushel,  later  known  as  John  Drushel,  was  bora  on  board 
ship  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean  November  7>  1749;  his  mother  died  and  was 
buried  at  sea.  The  infant  son  was  brought  to  Philadelphia  by  his 
father,  George  Trushel,  who  later  remarried. 

They  lived  near  Philadelphia,  and  we  have  been  able  to  learn  very 
little  about  his  early  years,  except  that  John  learned  his  father’s  trade 
and  became  a  blacksmith. 

When  John  was  about  20  years  old,  the  family  moved  to  western 
Bedford  County  and  lived  in  Turkeyfoot  or  Brothers  Valley  Township.  This 
was  in  17 69  or  1770,  and  this  part  of  Bedford  County  between  Laurel  Hill 
and  Allegheny  Mountain  was  formed  into  Somerset  County  in  1795. 

In  1775  the  Indians  became  the  allies  of  England  and  began  to  raid 
the  white  settlements.  During  one  of  these  raids,  the  Trushel  buildings 
were  burned  and  the  family  had  to  take  refuge  in  one  of  the  block  houses. 
John  carried  two  of  the  younger  children,  and  he  later  told  his  grand¬ 
children  that  the  arrows  shot  by  the  Indians  struck  the  gate  posts  as  he 
went  through. 

John  served  with  Washington’s  army  from  1776  until  1783.  He  was  in 
the  battles  of  Long  Island,  White  Plains,  Trenton,  and  Brandywine,  and 
was  at  Valley  Forge.  While  at  Valley  Forge,  he  shod  General  Washington’s 
horse.  He  followed  his  trade  of  blacksmith  while  in  the  army. 

John  returned  to  Brothers  Valley  Township  in  1783  and  married 
Katharine  Mcwry  from  Turkeyfoot  Township*  He  was  a  farmer  and  black¬ 
smith,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Bedford  County  Militia,  Elk  Lick  Twp.  in 
1789.  In  1798  he  bought  356  acres  for  $2484,  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Casselman  River,  just  north  of  the  present  town  of  Meyersdale,  Somerset 
County,  Pennsylvania. 

Some  time  between  1813  and  l8l5>  John  bought  330  acres  in  the  west 
half  of  Section  5>  and  80  acres  in  the  east  half  of  Lot  1,  Berlin  Twp., 
Holmes  County,  Ohio.  In  l8l6  John  and  Katharine  sold  their  land  in 
Somerset  County  and  bought  800  acres,  lots  1,  2,  3>  4,  8,  9>  26,  and  27, 
U.S.  Military  Lands,  Saltcreek  Twp.,  Holmes  County,  Ohio.  The  purchase 
price  was  $2.50  per  acre,  and  this  land  was  purchased  from  Revolutionary 
War  soldiers  who  had  received  it  for  their  pay  claims. 

John '8  will  was  written  in  1828  and  from  1829  until  his  death  he 
lived  on  his  son,  Henry's,  farm  located  on  lots  1,  2,  8,  9  Saltcreek 
Twp.  He  died  in  1837  and  was  buried  in  the  Drushel  cemetery.

John  Drushel  died  before  the  art  of  photography  was  known,  and  we 
have  no  pictures  of  him.  From  the  stories  passed  down  through  the  family 
we  learned  that  he  was  a  large  man,  six  feet  tall,  was  rather  dark,  had 
high  cheek  bones,  and  during  his  later  life  wore  a  full  beard.  His  dark 
skin  and  high  cheek  bones  gave  rise  to  the  story  that  he  was  of  Indian 
descent,  but  in  view  of  his  German  parentage  this  could  hardly  be  true. 

He  belonged  to  the  German  Lutheran  Church,  probably  at  Fryburg,  and 
the  land  on  which  the  St.  Johns  Lutheran  Church  and  cemetery  were  later 
located  was  set  aside  for  a  school  when  John  transferred  Lot  27  to  Jacob 
Arnold  in  1829 .  He  established  the  Drushel  cemetery  on  Lot  2  before  the 
Fryburg  cemetery  was  in  use.  On  his  grave  marker  the  German  inscription 
reads:  "First  Corinthians  15  :  44.  It  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is 
raised  a  spiritual  body." 

The  German  inscription  on  Katharine's  stone  reads:  "The  judgement 
rests  in  God's  hand." 


DESCRIPTION  OF  JOHN  DRUSHEL1 S  LAND  IN  SOMERSET  COUNTY

"Bounded  and  described  as  follows:  On  the  west  side  of  the  Casselman 
River  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Blue  Lick  River.  Beginning  at  a  small 
marked  locust  on  the  west  side  of  the  river.  South  40  degrees,  West  232 
perches  to  a  marked  hickory.  South  58  degrees.  East  89  perches  to  a 
marked  white  oak,  South  78  degrees,  East  159  perches  to  a  marked  white 
oak,  thence  South  East  45  perches  to  a  marked  locust  at  side  of  river, 
thence  along  west  side  of  river  476  perches  to  the  place  of  beginning. 
Containing  3564  acres  more  or  less." 

The  point  of  beginning  of  the  tract  of  land  described  above  is  just 
north  of  the  present  location  of  the  crossing  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  and  the  Western  Maryland  Railroad  about  two  miles  north  of 
Meyersdale.  The  highway  from  Meyersdale  to  Berlin  runs  along  the  east 
side  of  the  Casselman  River  at  this  location. 

A  perch  as  used  for  land  measure  was  l6^  feet,  therefore,  the  river 
frontage  of  John's  land  was  7854  feet  or  about  l|-  miles.

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In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  I,  John  Trushel  of  Saltcreek  Township, 
Holmes  County  and  State  of  Ohio,  being  sick  and  weak  of  body  but  of 
sound  mind  and  memory  and  understanding  (praise  be  to  God  for  it)  and 
considering  the  certainty  of  death  and  the  uncertainty  of  the  time 
thereof,  and  to  the  end  I  may  the  better  prepare  to  leave  this  world 
whenever  it  may  please  God  to  call  me  home,  do  therefore  make  and  de¬ 
clare  this  to  be  my  last  WILL  and  TESTAMENT,  in  the  manner  as  follows: 
First  and  principally,  I  commend  my  soul  in  hands  of  the  Almighty  God, 
my  Creator,  hoping  for  free  pardon  and  remission  of  all  my  sins,  and  to 
enjoy  everlasting  life  in  the  heavenly  kingdom  of  God;  and  my  body  I 
commit  to  the  earth  from  whence  it  came,  to  be  buried  in  a  Christian- 
like  manner;  and  to  my  worldly  estate,  I  order  that  my  just  debts  and 
funeral  expenses  be  paid. 

Further,  I  bequeath  and  make  over  to  my  son,  Henry  Trushel,  and  to 
his  heirs  and  assignees  four  hundred  acres  of  land  situated  in  the 
Township,  County  and  State  aforesaid,  being  lots  numbered  One,  Two, 

Eight,  and  Nine,  in  the  fourth  quarter,  tenth  Township  and  sixth  range 
containing  by  estimation  each  one  hundred  acres  more  or  less,  and  I 
advance  to  said  Henry  in  money  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  twenty  dollars 
for  which  he  is  to  keep  and  maintain  me  and  my  wife,  Catherine,  during 
our  life  time  in  a  decent  Christian- like  manner;  that  is  to  say,  he  is 

to  build  a  separate  house  not  less  than  eighteen  by  twenty  feet,  of  one 

story  high  and  convenient  to  the  spring,  with  a  good  stone  chimney  and 
otherways  well  finished  for  old  people  to  live  in,  and  is  to  keep  one 
cow  for  them  in  pasture  and  stabling  like  his  own,  and  furnish  them  or 
either  of  them  as  the  case  may  happen  with  good  firewood  and  all  other 
necessaries  in  health  and  sickness  as  it  may  happen  during  their  life¬ 
time;  for  said  reserves  and  maintenance,  the  said  Henry  is  to  have  the 
aforesaid  four  hundred  acres  of  land  and  two  hundred  and  twenty  dollars, 
out  of  the  four  hundred  and  twenty  dollars.  The  remaining  two  hundred 
dollars  he  is  to  pay  back  to  my  executors  in  four  years  after  this  date, 

and  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  further  share  out  of  my  estate. 

Further,  I  advance  to  my  children  as  it  stands  charged  hereafter: 

To  said  Henry  seven  hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars  and  eighteen  cents, 
for  which  two  notes  on  hand  against  him.  To  John  Boyer  who  was  married 
to  my  daughter,  Margaret,  now  deceased,  in  money  and  property  to  the 
amount  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  sixty-three  cents.  To  my 
son,  Solomon,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  to  my  son-in-law,  Jacob 
Arnold,  three  hundred  fifty  dollars,  which  shall  stand  without  interest 
till  my  estate  is  legally  settled,  except  the  money  for  the  two  notes 
against  said  Henry  which  are  to  stand  unpaid  without  interest  till  John 
Boyer's  first  wife's  children  arrive  to  their  age,  and  as  they  arrive  to 
their  age  he  is  to  pay  each  its  share,  and  if  it  should  be  more  than 
what  their  share  will  amount  to  by  deducting  off  what  said  Boyer  has 
already  received,  it  shall  be  paid  to  my  other  heirs  that  are  entitled 
to  an  equal  share  as  shall  be  mentioned  hereafter  to  wit: 
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Jacob  Arnold,  Solomon  Trushel,  and  John  Boyer's  first  wife’s  chil¬ 
dren  which  heirs  are  entitled  to  an  equal  share  out  of  my  estate;  further, 
I  bequeath  and  make  over  to  said  Jacob  Arnold  his  heirs  and  assignees 
two  certain  tracts  of  land,  being  military  lots  number  twenty-six  and 
twenty- seven  in  the  third  quarter,  tenth  Township,  fifth  range  contain¬ 
ing  one  hundred  acres  each  more  or  less,  except  there  is  one  acre  sold 
for  a  school  house  excepted;  and  further,  I  bequeath  and  make  over  to  my 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  or  to  her  heirs  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars, 
which  money  my  executors  shall  collect  as  soon  as  possible  and  shall  buy 
a  tract  of  land  with  said  money  and  make  the  title  to  the  heirs  of  said 
Elizabeth,  and  said  Elizabeth  and  her  husband,  Peter  Kendall,  or  any  or 
both  are  at  liberty  to  reside  or  live  on  the  said  tract  during  their 
life  time,  and  after  their  decease,  it  shall  be  fully  the  property  of  her 
children  aforesaid,  and  said  Peter  Kendall  or  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  are 
not  allowed  to  have  any  further  share  out  of  my  estate.  If  I  should  get 
better  or  well  again,  I  will  myself  buy  a  place  for  said  Peter  Kendall 
on  same  condition,  and  if  I  do  so,  the  executors  shall  not  buy  one  for 
them.  Further,  if  I  should  die,  I  bequeath  to  my  surviving  wife, 
Catherine,  one  ten-plate  stove,  all  our  beds,  chests,  iron  kettle -her 
choice-,  and  all  cook  and  kitchen  furniture,  and  is  not  allowed  to  have 
any  further  share  of  my  estate. 

Further,  the  said  Jacob  Arnold  is  to  be  charged  for  the  within 
mentioned  two  tracts  the  sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars  which  is  to  stand 
unpaid  without  interest  till  the  estate  is  legally  settled.  Further  it 
is  my  will  that  if  it  should  happen  that  my  son,  Henry,  should  die 
before  next  spring  so  that  he  could  not  move  on  this  place,  then  my 
executors  or  the  surviving  one  shall  sell  it  to  the  best  advantage  and 
my  wife,  Catherine,  is  to  draw  the  interest  of  the  third  part  of  the 
money  the  land  sold  for  during  her  life  time,  and  is  then  at  liberty  to 
reside  where  she  will  or  can  best.  Further  is  it  my  will  that  my  move- 
able  property  what  I  have  not  made  over  to  my  wife  shall  be  appraised 
according  to  law,  and  my  son,  Henry,  is  at  liberty  to  take  part,  or  the 
whole  of  it  at  the  appraisement,  and  what  he  refused  to  take,  the 
remainder  of  my  heirs  shall  meet  of  a  certain  date,  appointed  by  the 
executors,  and  which  of  the  heirs  gives  or  bids  the  highest  price  shall 
have  it,  and  the  executors  are  to  keep  an  account  of  it  for  settlement. 

And  I  appoint  my  two  trusty  friends,  Henry  Trushel  and  Joseph 
Troyer,  Sr.  my  executors  of  all  my  estate. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  Fourth 
day  of  June  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  One  thousand,  Eight  Hundred  and 
Twenty-eight  ( 1.828) .

Solomon  Trushel  (German  Script) 
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SOLOMON  TRUSHEL 

Solomon,  son  of  John  Trushel,  was  bora  in  1784  in  Brothers  Valley 
Township  in  the  western  part  of  Bedford  County,  which  later  became 
Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania. 

Solomon  married;  but  in  her  story  of  the  Drushel  family  in  1896, 
Lena  Perky  said  that  she  did  not  know  the  name  of  his  wife.  We  have  not 
been  able  to  find  any  records  of  descendants  of  Solomon,  but  the  search 
for  information  about  Solomon  will  be  continued. 

He  was  in  Ohio  in  1828  and  witnessed  his  father's  will.  Because  he 
was  to  share  in  the  estate,  but  was  not  granted  any  specific  part  of 
John's  land,  it  is  probable  that  he  intended  to  remain  in  Pennsylvania. 
He  was  also  in  Ohio  on  October  21,  1835;  when  he  signed,  as  a  witness, 
the  deed  given  by  John  to  Henry  for  land  in  Section  5;  Berlin  Township, 
Holmes  County,  Ohio. 

At  the  present  time  this  is  the  last  record  of  Solomon  available. 

There  are  records  of  Solomon  Trushel  and  Solomon  Trussel  in 
Westmoreland  and  Somerset  Counties  in  Pennsylvania,  but  the  dates  are 
such  that  these  records  could  not  refer  to  John's  son,  Solomon. 

Solomon  in  1835  signed  his  name  Solomon  Trushel  in  German  script. 

It  is  possible,  if  any  of  his  descendants  exist,  that  they  will  bear  the 
name  Trushel. 
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HENK7  DRUSHEL 


Henry,  son  of  John  Trushel,  was  bom  in  1736  in  Brothers  Valley 
Township  in  the  western  part  of  Bedford  County,  which  later  became  Elk 
Lick  Township,  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania.  He  married  Mary  Weimer, 
daughter  of  Frederick  Weimer  and  Barbara  Harbaugh  Weimer,  of  Turkeyfoot 
Township. 

In  the  year  1813  he  purchased  198  acres  in  Milford  Township.  This 
land  was  sold  in  I8l6.  The  Henry  Drushel  family  then  moved  to  Donegal 
Township,  Westmoreland  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  lived  south  of  the  town 
of  Donegal,  near  the  Fayette  County  line. 

Henry  came  to  Ohio  in  June,  1828,  with  his  brother,  Solomon,  and 
they  were  present  when  John's  will  was  written.  In  the  spring  of  1829, 
Henry  and  his  family  moved  to  Saltcreek  Twp. ,  Holmes  County,  Ohio,  and 
on  October  26,  1829,  was  given  title  to  a  part  of  John's  land  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  will,  (Lots  1,  2,  8,  9»  400  acres. 

4th  quarter,  Twp.  10,  range  6,  U.S.  Military  Lands.  Saltcreek  Twp., 
Holmes  Co.,  Ohio).  A  part  of  this  land  is  still  in  the  Drushel  name  at 
the  present  time. 

Henry  sold  his  land  in  Donegal  Township,  Westmoreland  County, 
Pennsylvania,  in  March,  1835,  and  then  bought  325  acres  in  Lot  1  and  in 
Section  5,  Berlin  Twp.,  from  his  father,  John.  He  also  bought  Lot  2, 
Berlin  Twp, ,  l64  acres,  U.S.  Military  Lands  from  the  government  of  Ohio 
in  1Q35»  The  purchase  price  for  the  government  land  was  $5.00  per 
acre.  This  was  double  the  purchase  price  of  $2.50  per  acre  which  was 
common  about  20  years  earlier. 

Henry  lived  in  Saltcreek  Twp.  until  his  death  in  1871.  His  first 
wife,  Mary,  died  in  I852  and  in  1355  he  married  her  sister,  Catharine 
Weimer.  Henry,  Mary  and  Catharine  were  buried  in  the  Drushel  Cemetery 
located  on  Henry's  farm. 

Henry  Drushel  was  a  farmer  and  also  operated  a  distillery,  assisted 
by  his  son,  Jacob.  He  was  a  tall  man  and  from  the  descriptions  avail¬ 
able,  he  must  have  had  much  the  same  appearance  as  his  father,  John. 

The  picture  of  Henry  in  this  record  was  made  in  Akron  in  1869  while  he 
was  visiting  his  daughter,  Mary  Drushel  Cranz. 

The  bam  built  in  1835  and  the  house  built  in  1841  are  still  in  use 
on  the  Henry  Drushel  farm.  The  part  of  the  farm  on  which  the  buildings 
are  located  (100  acres)  was  given  to  Henry's  son,  Frederick,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  will  written  about  six  months  before  the  death  of  Henry, 
This  farm,  in  turn,  passed  to  Frederick's  sons,  Ammon,  Louis,  and  Okey, 
who  reside  on  the  farm  at  the  present  time. 
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THE  SIGNATURES  OF  JOHN,  SOLOMON  AND  HENRY  DRUSHEL 

John  signed  hie  name  Johannes  Trushel  in  German  script  on  his 
earlier  papers,  and  with  an  X  when  his  will  was  written.  The  German 
letter  T  is  clear  although  the  German  script "capital  T  and  D  look  some¬ 
what  alike.  The  letters  sh  are  also  clear,  although  John  made  them  some¬ 
what  like  the  double  s.  This  may  have  been  one  of  the  reasons  why  his 
name  is  often  found  spelled  Trussel  in  county  records  written  in  English. 

Solomon  signed  his  name  Solomon  Trushel  in  German  script,  and, 
again  the  letter  T  is  clear.  It  is  not  a  D.  He  used  this  signature  in 
1835 y  and  hie  signature  in  English  has  never  been  seen. 

Henry  signed  his  name  in  English,  Henry  Drushel,  in  1813,  and  we 
have  never  seen  his  signature  using  the  German  script.  Here  again  we 
sometimes  find  his  name  spelled  Trussel  in  the  Pennsylvania  records  and 
in  the  Ohio  records.  The  pronunciation  Trusel  was  often  used  by  the 
German  speaking  people  of  Holmes  County. 

Henry  in  later  years  sometimes  signed  his  papers  with  an  X, 
probably  on  account  of  failing  eyesight. 

Original  papers  with  these  signatures  were  available,  but  we  did 
not  attempt  to  make  copies  for  this  family  history. 
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THE  WEIMER  FAMILY 


Mary  and  Catharine  Weimer,  the  first  and  second  wives  of  Henry 
Drushel,  were  the  daughters  of  Frederick  Weimer  and  Barbara  Harbaugh 
Weimer.  This  family  was  living  in  Turkeyfoot  Township,  Somerset  County, 
Pennsylvania,  in  1798*  but  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1812,  Frederick 
owned  land  in  Turkeyfoot  and  Milford  Townships. 

Frederick  Weimer,  Sr.,  the  father  of  Frederick,  and  Susanna  Weimer, 
the  mother  of  Frederick,  lived  in  Brothers  Valley  Township  from  1772 
until  1779  when  they  were  forced  to  leave  because  of  the  Indian  raids 
during  the  Revolution.  They  then  went  to  Turkeyfoot  Township,  and  were 
living  there  in  1796  when  Frederick,  Sr.,  sold  a  tract  of  land  to 
Frederick,  the  father  of  Mary  and  Catharine. 

The  Frederick  Weimer  family  was  listed  in  the  court  records  of 
Somerset  County  when  the  estate  was  settled  on  October  17 ,  1814.

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HENRY  D.  PERKY 


Henry  Drushel  Perky,  the  third  son  of  Daniel  J.  and  Lena  Brushel 
Piper  Perky,  was  born  in  Saltcreek  Twp. ,  Holmes  Co.,  Ohio,  on  Dec.  7> 

1843.  He  spent  his  early  life  on  the  farm  southwest  of  Mt.  Hope,  and 
married  Susanna  Melissa  Crow,  daughter  of  William  Crow  at  Mt.  Hope  on 
Aug.  3,  1865. 

Two  children  were  bom  to  Henry  and  Melissa:  Guy  who  died  in 
infancy,  and  Scott  Henry  bom  in  i860,  who  now  resides  in  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  where  he  is  connected  with  the  Institute  of  Inventive  Research  in 
the  interest  of  several  of  his  inventions  pertaining  to  cereal  products. 

As  a  young  man,  Henry  D.  Perky  taught  school,  attended  business 
college,  worked  on  his  father’s  farm  and  engaged  in  business  in  Cleveland. 
He  then  went  to  Omaha,  Nebraska,  where  he  studied  law  and  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  18?1>  after  which  he  practiced  law  in  Wahoo,  Nebraska. 

He  went  to  Denver  where  he  organized  and  built  the  Denver  Circle 
Railroad  in  l879>  and  promoted  and  organized  the  Denver  Mining  and 
Industrial  Exposition  in  1882,  Hie  interest  in  railroads  continued;  and 
he  organized  the  Pacific  and  Great  Eastern  Railroad  at  Fayetteville, 
Arkansas,  and  the  Steel  Car  Company  in  St.  Joseph,  Missouri, 

The  first  all  steel  railroad  passenger  coach  in  the  United  States 
was  built  by  this  Company,  but  the  Company  failed  after  a  fire  which 
destroyed  the  property.  Perky  then  built  another  steel  car  and  traveled 
over  various  railroads  in  it  trying  to  interest  railroad  management  in 
steel  cars.  He  was  not  successful  at  that  time,  and  the  railroad 
companies  continued  to  use  the  wooden  coaches.  He  had  the  right  idea 
because  the  all-steel  coach  came  into  use  on  the  railroads  long  before 
the  trolley  car  and  automobile  builders  made  the  all-steel  bodies. 

His  health  failed;  and  he  went  to  Cambridge,  Massachusetts.  His 
doctor  ordered  a  diet  of  raw  vegetables  and  boiled  wheat,  and  Perky 
became  interested  in  the  subject  of  foods.  He  studied  the  available 
literature  on  this  subject  at  the  Cambridge  Public  Library  and  in  I89I 
began  to  experiment  with  the  baked  shreds  made  from  cooked  whole  wheat. 

He  perfected  the  machine  for  making  Shredded  Wheat  and  planned  to 
sell  these  small  machines  so  that  each  family  could  prepare  their  own 
shredded  wheat.  Capital  was  needed  for  this  business,  and  he  returned 
to  Denver.  In  1893 >  in  a  restaurant  which  he  owned,  the  first  prepared 
breakfast  food,  Shredded  Wheat,  was  offered  to  the  public. 

The  Cereal  Machine  Co.  was  organized  to  manufacture  the  Shredded 
Wheat  machines  in  Boston  and  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  and  in  1896  he 
had  a  plant  in  operation  in  Worcester.  Capital  was  now  available  for 
expansion  and  The  Natural  Food  Co.  was  organized  in  Niagara  Falls,  N,  Y. 
for  the  purpose  of  making  the  shredded  wheat.  He  was  assisted  by  a 
former  acquaintance  from  Denver  --  C.  H,  Meeks. 
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HENRY  D,  PERKY 


The  name  was  changed  to  The  Shredded  Wheat  Company,  and  by  1900  the 
plant  was  in  operation  in  Niagara  Falls  with  Perky  as  president.  In 
1904  he  sold  his  interest  for  $150,000  and  resigned  the  presidency.  The 
Company  continued  to  expand  as  the  market  for  breakfast  cereals  grew  and 
was  valued  at  $37,000,000  when  purchased  by  the  National  Biscuit  Company 
in  1926.  When  we  visited  the  plant  in  1926,  there  was  a  large  picture 
on  the  wall  of  the  reception  room  titled,  "Henry  D.  Perky,  founder  of 
The  Shredded  Wheat  Company. " 

Perky  organized  the  Oread  Institute  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts, 
in  1898,  the  purpose  being  to  train  young  men  for  the  cereal  industry. 
This  school  was  continued  largely  at  his  own  expense  until  his  death. 

He  died  at  Glencoe,  Maryland,  on  June  29,  1906,  and  was  buried  at 
Worcester,  Massachusetts.

The  infonaation  about  the  George  Trushel  family  is  very  limited  for 
the  period  from  1749  to  1770.  During  this  time  they  lived  in  Eastern 
Pennsylvania  near  Philadelphia.  The  Montgomery,  Chester  or  Delaware 
County  histories  that  have  been  examined  do  not  list  his  name. 

The  available  Revolutionary  War  Records  in  Washington,  D.C., 
Pennsylvania  and  Maryland  do  not  have  a  reference  to  John  Trushel.  Our 
information  came  from  Lena  Drushel  Perky,  John's  grand -daughter  and  from 
other  family  sources.  She  was  25  years  old  when  John  died  and  John  lived 
on  her  father's  farm  from  1829  until  1837.  In  our  search  of  the  war 
records,  we  found  many  company  lists  with  only  the  officers  named.  He 
could  have  served  with  one  of  these  companies,  or  he  could  have  served 
as  a  civilian  blacksmith  during  the  war. 

The  deed  for  John's  first  purchase  of  land  in  Section  5  and  Lot  1, 
Berlin  Twp. ,  could  not  be  found.  This  deed  might  carry  a  statement  that 
he  purchased  this  land  in  accordance  with  his  rights  under  the  U.  S. 
Military  Land  Act  of  1796.  When  Jacob  Arnold  Sr.  bought  land  from  the 
U.S.  government  in  Prairie  Twp.,  Holmes  Co.,  Sec.  13  and  14  in  1815,  he 
stated  in  his  deed  that  he  was  an  assignee  of  John  Trushel.  This 
indicated  that  John  Trushel  must  have  had  some  purchase  rights  in  these 
government  lands  set  aside  for  the  Revolutionary  veterans. 

The  history  of  Solomon  Trushel,  son  of  John,  is  not  complete,  and 
there  may  be  some  of  his  descendants  carrying  the  name  Trushel.  Several 
Trushel  families  were  contacted,  but  it  was  evident  that  they  were  not 
descendants  of  Solomon. 

There  is  very  little  information  available  about  John's  daughter, 
Mary,  and  Henry's  daughter,  Margaret,  but  neither  they  nor  any  of  their 
descendants  were  mentioned  in  their  fathers'  wills.  They  probably  left 
no  descendants. 

The  complete  record  of  the  Chester  A.  Drushel  family  could  not  be 
found.  Chester,  his  wife,  son  John,  and  daughter  Edna  are  dead.  Their 
last  known  address  was  Ottawa,  Kansas,  but  letters  addressed  to  Edna's 
husband,  D.  A.  Seneff,  were  returned  undelivered. 

The  Nancy  Drushel  Fourman  family  who  last  lived  somewhere  in 
Michigan  could  not  be  located.

The  names  of  the  first  and  second  wives  of  George  Trushel  are  not  known. 
The  names  of  the  three  children  after  the  second  marriage  are  not  known, 
Lena  Drushel  Perky,  in  her  story  of  the  Trushel  family,  written  in  1896, 
said  that  Johannes  could  find  no  trace  of  the  family  when  he  returned  to 
Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,  after  the  Revolution,  He  said  that 
probably  the  family  perished  in  one  of  the  Indian  raids  during  the  war. 
The  family  was  driven  from  their  home  twice  during  the  early  part  of  the 
war,  before  Johannes  joined  the  colonial  army.  The  English  name 
Drushel  came  into  use  about  1812,  and  the  German  name  Trushel  was 
seldom  used  after  the  death  of  Johannes  in  1837.

Mary  and  Solomon  were  twins.  It  is  probable  that  Mary  died  before  1828 
and  left  no  children,  because  there  is  no  mention  of  her  or  any  heirs  in 
John' 8  will  written  in  1828. 

The  name  of  Solomon's  wife  could  not  be  found  in  any  of  the  records 
examined,  and  at  the  present  time  no  record  of  any  descendants  of 
Solomon  have  been  found.  The  last  record  found  for  Solomon  was  in  1835 
when  he  witnessed  a  land  deed  and  signed  his  name  Solomon  Trushel  in 
German  script.

Jonas,  the  eldest  son  of  Henry  and  Mary  Weimer  Drushel,  was  bom  in 
Elk  Lick  Twp. ,  Somerset  Co. ,  Pennsylvania,  and  came  to  Holmes  Co.  Ohio 
in  1828  or  1829. 

He  married  Catharine  Stamm,  daughter  of  Frederick  Stamm,  on  May  7> 
1829,  in  Saltcreek  Twp,  The  names  are  recorded  Jonas  Trusdale  and 
Catharine  Stohm  in  the  Holmes  Co.  marriage  records,  but  we  have  other 
records  which  indicate  that  this  refers  to  Jonas  Drushel  and  Catharine 
Stamm. 

Jonas  was  a  farmer  and  in  1842  purchased  196  acres  in  Berlin  Twp. 
from  his  father. 

Four  sons  from  this  family  were  lost  in  the  Civil  War  in  1862  and 
1863.  The  deaths  of  the  sons  and  their  wives  left  six  orphan  children, 
ages  from  two  to  eight  years,  for  whom  Jonas  assumed  the  guardianship 

in  1863. 

Jonas  died  in  1876,  Catharine  in  1880,  and  they  were  buried  in  the 
Fredericksburg  Cemetery.

Jacob,  son  of  Eenry  Drushel,  was  bora  in  Elk  Lick  Township,  Somerset 
County,  Pennsylvania,  He  lived  in  Donegal  Township,  Westmoreland  County 
during  a  part  of  his  early  life,  and  came  to  Holmes  County,  Ohio,  some 
time  between  1830  and  1835.  He  married  Mary  Mumaw  of  Holmes  County  in 

I838. 

In  1837  Jacob  purchased  Lots  3  and  4,  200  acres,  in  U.  S,  Military 
Lands,  Saltcreek  Township,  from  the  children  of  John  and  Margaret  Boyer 
for  $3300.  He  was  a  farmer  and  also  operated  a  distillery  which  he 
built  adjacent  to  the  spring  located  near  the  north  line  of  Lot  4. 

This  spring  is  still  in  use  for  the  water  suoply  for  the  house  built 

in  1865. 

Jacob  contracted  typhoid  fever  and  died  in  1846,  and  Mary  continued 
to  operate  the  farm  until  their  sons  Andrew  and  Henry  bought  the  place 
in  1866*  Andrew  bought  the  south  half,  Lot  and  lived  there  until  he 
sold  it  to  Henry  Scar  in  1871  and  went  to  Dexter,  Iowa.  Henry  bought 
the  north  half.  Lot  4,  and  lived  on  thfs  farm  until  his  death  in  1908.

Lena  Drushel  vas  bom  in  Somerset  County,  Pennsylvania,.  She  lived  in 
Donegal  Township,  Westmoreland  County  from  I8l6  until  1830  when  she  came 
to  Saltcreek  Township,  Holmes  County,  Ohio.  In  1835  she  married  Isaac 
Piper  who  was  accidently  killed  in  1837.  Lena  married  Daniel  J,  Perky 
in  1839,  the  son  of  Daniel  Perky  and  Sarah  Firestone  Perky.  Daniel  J. 
was  a  member  of  the  Ohio  State  Senate  1858-1859. 

Lena  left  Ohio  in  1875,  and  spent  the  remainder  of  her  life  with  her 
son  Isaac  Piper  in  Dexter,  Iowa.  In  1896  she  and  her  daughter  Mrs, Bruce 
recorded  what  was  then  known  about  George  and  John  Trushel,  and  this 
record  formed  the  basis  of  our  history.

Eli  Drushel  was  bom  in  Milford  Twp.  Somerset  Co.  Pennsylvania,  and 
came  to  Holmes  Co.  Ohio  with  his  parents  in  1829. 

He  married  Sarah  Fourman,  daughter  of  Daniel  Fourman,  in  Holmes  Co., 
on  Nov.  30,  1837.  The  Fourman  family  came  to  Ohio  from  Maryland. 

Eli  was  a  farmer  and  in  1842  purchased  land  in  the  west  half  of 
section  5,  Berlin  Twp. ,  from  his  father.  In  1865  he  bought  a  part  of 
the  east  half  of  lot  1,  Berlin  Twp.  He  lived  in  Berlin  Twp,  until  his 
death  in  1895. 

Eli  and  Sarah  were  members  of  St.  John’s  Lutheran  Church  and  were 
buried  in  the  church  cemetery  southwest  of  Mt.  Hope.  He  was  a  student 
of  the  bible  and  liked  to  discuss  the  scriptures  with  his  friends  and 
neighbors.
